Report of Allenstown Schools. 


We submit the following report, feeling that the work 
done by the schools during the past year has been ex- 
cellent and that the financial condition of the school is 
prosperous. Fortunately we have retained the same 
teachers and superintendent, who were with us last 
year. 

Commencing the first of January the salary of Miss 
Putnam was raised to twelve dollars per week. This 
was done in appreciation of her decision to remain here, 
although she has received an urgent call to go elsewhere 
at a larger salary than she is now receiving. 

The results of the work done by the superintendent, 
Mr. Merrill, shows that he is in every way competent 
to direct the schools. He deserves great praise for his 
effortsand ability. Mr. Merrill hasarranged ina vacant 
room at the Allenstown school building, specimens of 
the work done by the pupils of the three schools. ‘This 
exhibition is for the inspection of the parents and friends 
interested in the work. 

As was noted in the last report, a special school was 
opened in the selectmen’s room last February and Miss 
Gertrude Lyons of Lowell was engaged as teacher. 
This school was in session six weeks. At the end of 
that time the pupils passed satisfactory examinations in 
reading and writing. 

During the year, set bowls have been placed in the 
two village rooms and a new flag pole has been erected 
in the yard. In cold weather, difficulty in heating the 
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3 Allenstown 
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grammar room was experienced, on account of the 
heat passing through the thin plastering into the attic 
above. A floor has been laid above the ceiling and the 
trouble remedied. At the rural school a temporary 
fence has been built, for the protection of the school 
yard from teams. All necessary repairs have been made. 

At the beginning fall term only one pupil remained 
of the number conveyed to the rural school from Allens- 
town station and he has since attended the Pembroke 
Buck Street school. In order to increase the number 
of pupils at the rural schooland also give to the children 
the advantages due them, we have paid for the convey- 
ance of the Girard children, instead of paying their 
tuition to the Deerfield District as has previously been 
done. 

In accordance with the law, at the last school meeting 
three hundred dollars was raised to pay high school and 
academy tuitions. The amount paid during the year 
for tuitions has exceeded the sum raised.
